Hon. Thomat T. Can. 


In the death of Hon. Thomas T. 


CUT, which occurred at an earlj hour 
Thursday rooming, Newport has lost 
one of her most distinguished servants 
and an honorable and 
much-loved 


citizen. 
Mr. Carr was 
born in 


Newport May 4, 1815, and wa« there- 
fore in hi» 73d year. He followed the 
•eas for several years in his early days, 
making one voyage around the world, 
but soon abandoned this roving life 
and while yet a young man settled 
down in his native home where he 
opened a grocery store at the corner of 
Bridge and Third 'streets. lie contin- 
ued in this business tip to a few years 
ago when he retired with a competen- 
•y in favor of his son. 


He was a gentleman of high moral 


•haracter and strict integrity and early 
won the confidence and esteem of his 
fellow-citizens who were constantly 
calling him to some position of honor 
and trust. He was elected to represent 
his ward in tho common council in 1857 
and again In 1805 and each year there- 
after until 1878, and again in 1878. Dur- 
ing this long and faithful service ho was 
twice selected by the Council as their 
President. He represented this city in 
the General Assembly two years—1884 
and 1885—and was again elected for 
1887, but owing to his illness never 
qualified. He was an active and val- 
ued member of our public school com- 
mittee for four years and an asylum 
commissioner for three years. He was 
also tho first president of the Newport 
Law-and-Order League which position 
he retained till his death. 


He was one of the founders of the 


Central Baptist Church and served the 
society as treasurer for upwards of for- 
ty years and was for many years one of 
the church deacons. He was a director 
of the Aquidneck National Bank and a 
trustee of the Coddington Savings Bank 
at the time of his death. 


His long life was consistent with his 


professions and its end brings sorrow 
and regret to all who knew him.

School Committee. 


There was a brief session of the 


school committee Monday night and 
very little besides routine business 
transacted. The special committee on 
better school accommodations reported 
in favor of asking the City Council for 
an appropriation of $8000 to build a 
four room addition of wood, to the 
small Cranston street school house. 
This report after being explained by 
the chairman of the committee, Gov. 
Fay, was recommitted with instruction 
to the committee to inquire into the 
feasibility of selling the Cranston street 
property, both building and land, and 
building a brick addition to tho Cran- 
ston avenue building. The truant offi- 
cer reported very little complaint from 
truancy this term and that there was 
but one habitual truant in the city. 
The Superintendent reported some- 
thing over one hundred more pupils in 
the schools than there were a year ago. 
Tho chairman of tho board, Mr. Coz- 
zons, read bis annual report to the City 
Council which was received and adop- 
ted as the report of the board. 
By a 


vote of 6 to 3 the committee declined to 
have one session of the schools on'/Wed- 
nesday to allow the children who do- 
sired to do so to attend the Masonic 
fair. At ten minutes before nine the 
hoard adjourned.

Grand Success. 
The new Masonic Temple on Church 


and School streets has been the grand 
rendezvous of our citizens, both old 
and young, during the past week, the 
attraction being St John's fair, and the 
unanimous verdict rendered is most 
complimentary to all concerned. 


It was certainly a fine entertainment 


and was never equalled, either In the 
extent of room occupied or the variety 
of exhibits displayed, by any fair over 
given in this State. Thesim'ple announce- 
ment that the doors of the Temple 
would be opened to the public for a 
week would have been of itself suffi- 
cient to draw, but when it was known 
that each and every one of the large 
and handsomely finished compartments 
of the structure had been converted 
into galleries of art, museums of an- 
tiquities or some other exhibition of 
equal interest everybody determined to 
attend and a first visit made a second 
inevitable. The various rooms were 
nightly thronged with interested visi- 
tors from the opening to the close and 
the scene could only be likened to a 
hive of busy bees. 


Entering the'building from School 


street you pass directly into the main 
ball which was elaborately decorated 
and fitted up with a dozen or more 
booths of unique design, where fair la- 
dies presided over a most wonderful 
variety of useful and fancy wares in 
an attractive manner. Here 
were 


flower bowers in charge of Miss Sarah 
Bryer; paper bowers, with Mrs. W. E. 
Mumford at the head; pop corn tables, 
Mrs. W. N. Barker; apron tables, Miss 
M. Hamilton; cake tables, Mrs. O. 6. 
Langley;doll tables, Miss Sadie De- 
Blois; candy tables, Mrs. Henry Hud- 
son; fancy tables, Mrs. Sydney Glad- 
ding; post office, Mr. W. H. Lee;lemon- 
ade well, Miss Westcott; soda fountain, 
Mr. Andrew DeBIois, and last, but by no 
means least, the Japanese bower, which 
had been fitted up in the most taste- 
ful and expensive manner by Mr. Geo. 
E. Vernon, in charge of Mr. W. W. 
Sampson and Mrs. J, P, Sanborn. 


From the main hall, at thn right of 


the entrance, the visitor passed into the 
iue cream room where he was cordially 
welcomed by Mrs. William Carry, and 
at the left into the supper room, presid- 
ed over by Mrs. Thomas Burlingham, 
or down into the jumbo and general 
sporting room. 


On the second floor the attractions, 


though entirely different from those on 
tho lirst, were none the less interesting. 
Tho antiquities were divided into two 
departments, those in St. John's lodge 
room being in charge of Messrs. Wm. 
Carry and John Myers, and those in St. 
Paul's lodge 
room 
in charge of 


Messrs. W. J. Huntington and Theo- 
dore Helmes. Either of these rooms 
formed a complete exhibition of itself 
well wortli the price of admission to 
the building. In the former were rare 
old china, old and new pictures, miner- 
als, Indian relics, Masonic emblems, 
nld-fashioncd silver, relics from ship 
Endeavor, and from Perry's ship, old 
Dutch ware, brass vases, Esquimaux 
costumes, Japanese work, Persian tap- 
estries ami hosts of other articles too 
numerous to mention. In the latter 
room were the Egyptian mummy, of 
which all had beard but few seen, a 
Sedan chair, a Russian sleigh and hun- 
dreds of other ancient relics collected 
from all over the world. Another in- 
teresting and instructive feature of this 
lloor was Dr. W. C. Stoddard and his 
nightly lectures on leading cities of tho 
Old World. These were given in the 
Commaudery Armory which had been 
provided with chairs and settees to ac- 
commodate from one to two hundred, 
and were really excellent, the doctor 
proving himself fully up to the average 
public 
lecturer. 
His 
Stercopticon 


views, too, with which his remarks 
were illustrated were of the highest 
order. The Washington Art Gallery, 
in charge of Mr. O. G. Langley and Mr. 
William Burlingham, was also on this 
floor, and though many may have been 
disappointed in what they saw there 
none were displeased or regretted their 
visit. 


On the third floor was a most excel- 


lent re-production of "The Homestead'' 
of ye olden time. There was the old 
fireplace with all the paraphernalia for 
cooking over the burning logs; the ap- 
ples, corn and vegetables strung up to 
dry; the tallow dips and whale-oil 
lamps; the big, high-canopied bed for 
the old folks and the trundle-bed for 
the little ones; the spinning wheels; 
quilting frames; china closets; old 
high-backed chairs,—in fact, everything 
that might have been found in a model 
kitchen of a hundred years ago, even to 
the old man and woman partaking of 
their evening meal and the little chil- 
dren playing about the floor. The pro- 
siding genius of this beautiful scene 
was Mrs. Harriet Dates who flitted 
about among her numerous guests ex- 
plaining and illustrating the whole 
scene. A portion of this room was 
given to Aunt IleUuvy Richard's "Candy 
Shop," whore molasses candy and other 
sweets were offered for sale by Mrs. 
Hannah Wetheroll. 


In each department there were nu- 


merous assistants, all of whom were as- 
siduous in their efforts to make the 
fair a success. 


Tho fair as a whole was certainly a 


wonderful exhibition and could iiol 
help being a grand success both social- 
ly and financially, and all who contrib- 
uted to its general make up, as well as 
the various committees and innumera- 
ble attendants, deserve 
the 
hearty 


thanks of all who were so thoroughly 
entertained. 


The Newport Historical Society. 


The rooms of the Newport Historical 


Society w>re reopened this week:~ The 
event was: an important one, u the 
rapid progress made by the Society 
during the past three years shows what 
can be done when an earnest effort Is 
made. 


The Society was organized on the 


evening of March 8th, 1853, at a meet- 
ing of a few citizens held in the old 
Champlin house on Thames street at 
which the following gentlemen were 
present:ltev.Samuel Adlam,Mr. Stephen 
B.Chace,Rev.Dr. Dumont, Mr. David J 
Gould, Mr. Nathan H. Gould, Mr. J. H.' 
Gilliat,Thomas R. Hunter, Esq., Benj. 
R. Rowland, Esq., Dr. David King, Mr. 
William Littlefield, 
Mr. George C. 


Mason, Capt. C. G. Perry, Rev. Dr. 
Thayer, and Robert J. Taylor,Esq. The 
importance of organizing an Historical 
Society was discussed and a committee 
appointed to draw up a constitution. At 
an adjourned meeting held on tin) 14th. 
of the same month, the constitution 
reported by the committee was adopted 
and the following officers were elected:

They shall 
hold an annual meeting at such time and place 
as they, by their laws, shall designate; have 
and use a common seal; make and ordain such 
constitution nnd by-laws, not repugnant to 
law, as they may think proper; hold and enjoy 
such real and personal estate as they may le- 
gally acquire, not exceeding ill value fifty 
thousand dollars, and generally do nil such 
things, ami subject to such liabilities as other 
corporations of the like nature." 


The progress of the society, unfortu- 


nately, was slow, for want of a perma- 
nent place of meeting and the lack of 
means to secure one. 


In 1877, by vote of the Directors of 


tho liedwood Library, the use of its 
rooms'were tendered to the society and 
permission granted to place its collec- 
tion in the Directors room 
The meet- 


ings were held here until 1884. 


In May, 1884, a committee was ap- 


pointed to purchase and repair the old 
Sabbatarian church on Barney street. 
The building including the old pulpit, 
clock and sounding board, with the 
land was purchased at a cost of $800, 
on the 30th of June following. 
The 


work of restoration was commenced at 
once, and by Nov. 10 was completed. 


In tho purchase of this building, the 


obstacles which impeded the successful 
progress of the society were removed. 
It soon became popular and its collec- 
tion rapidly increased. 
Nearly every 


inch of the wall room of the house 
was soon 
covered 
with portraits, 


photographs 
and 
engravings, and 


every shelf filled with books, man- 
uscripts and relics. 
Heretofore meet- 


ings were held at irregular intervals. 
On taking possession of their new 
quarters 
regular monthly meetings 


were 
inaugurated 
and 
continued. 


These meetings were well attended and 
very mucli enjoyed: they exercised a 
marked influence in popularizing the 
society, promoting historical research, 
and early increasing its membership. 
A pleasant feature of these meetings 
was the large number of ladies who 
honored the society with their pres- 
ence. 


Itsoon became evident that the loca- 


tion of the building was not a safe one. 
In November, 1886, a committee was ap- 
pointed to solicit aid for the purchase 
of a more desirable location where the 
building might be placed. 
Fortune 


favored the society by presenting an 
opportunity to purchase an excellent 
site, not two hundred feet distant from 
tho old location. A portion of tho pur- 
chase money was soon raised and on 
November 23, 1HS7, the removal of the 
building was commenced. In a few days 
it had left the site it occupied for 158 
years and was carefully placed on the 
lot next cast of the Jewish Synagogue 
on Tonro street. 
Tho expense of tho 


change will be about $7300, of which 
all.but about $2000 has been raised by 


the sale of the old lot and by subscrip-. 
tioii. Our citizens who have so gener- ; 
ously contributed to thu fund to defray 
the expense of the removal, and the 
committee who have carried tho enter- 
prise to so successful a termination, 
will be hold in grateful remembrance, 
not only by the society, but by the gen- 
erations who will come after them and 
reap the advantages of this permanent 
home for history, literature, science and 
the arts. 


Never during any previous year has 


the society made such substantial prn- 
gi«M as during the pastyear;it has Iccn 
one "of signal prosperity. There is no 
institution 
in the city of which the 


people should be more proud than of 
this. Faithful to the purpose of forma- 
tion, they are gathering and preserving, 
classifying and arranging a collection 
of Historical treasures and priceless 
memorials of other days, and to the 
best of their ability rendering them all 
accessible to the public. 


The income of the society depends 


upon the number of the members, who 
cannot be assessed over $3 each annual- 
ly, and the income obtained from the 
Charles H. Russell fund ($1000) and 
the Mechanics Association fund ($1000). 
The membership is now about 225, 
composed of active, corresponding, 
life and honorary members. 
Active 


members pay a tax of $2 annually. 
"Any individual, on payment of $50 at 
one time, may become a Life member, 
nxempt from all assessments or annual 
tax and shall enjoy tiio privileges of an 
active member." 
All monies received 


on account of life membership, is in- 
vested and forms a fund known us tho 
"Permanent fund," tho interest only 
can be used by the society. 


Regular monthly meetings are held 


on the third Monday in each month, at 
which the public is invited. The build- 
ing is now open daily from 10 A. M. to 
2 P. M., and on Tuesday evening from 
7 to 0, free to all. The next annual meet- 
ing will bo held on tho 18th of March, 
1888, the 250th anniversary of tho set- 
tlemuut.of the Island.

The New Route To China. 


The new route to China via tlie Ca- 


nadian Pacclie is developing quite : 
trallic in manufactured cottons from 
Now England points. 
Last week a 


shipment of ;!,OM bales of cotton cloth 
to China was made via Boston anil 
Lowell Kajlroatl to Newport, Vt., and 
by Canadian Pacific Railroad, from 
Newport, Ft. to Vancouver, li. C., ant 
thence by steamer to Yokohama and 
Hongkong. 
The shipment makes a 


train of twenty-six cars, which runs 
through to the'ship's side at Vancouv- 
er, a little more than 3,200 miles from 
Boston. By this route cotton goods can 
be shipped from New Kiigland, evei 
without the expense of the dressing 
which the English manufactures apply 
to the packages shipped through the 
Suci-. Cannl. 
Instead of that we can 


ship the cloth in ordinary bales or hoxes, 
because, the voyage being a short ono, 
and wholly in a northern latitude, the 
condition of the goods on arrival wil' 
bo thesame as whon they left the fac- 
tory. The time required for the ship- 
ping of tho goods from the New Eng- 
land mill to Shanghai is about thirty 
daos; the time from En gland via the 
SUCK canal to tlie same port is about 
lifty-thrce days. —Hoston Journal.

The Supper of King David. 


A correspondent calls our attention 


:o a letter in the Jewish Herald regard- 
ing a very rcmaikablo Jewish custom, 
which, ho says, has never yet been 
brought before the public by any writ- 
er. It is as follows: "It is customary 
tmoug the pious orthodox Jews all over 
tho world to eat a small dainty morsel 
every Saturday evening, and to repeat 
at tlie same time the following short 
Imt very significant formula: 
This is 


the supper (S'udatluih) of King David.' 


"To tlie orthodox Jew custom is law, 


and even supersedes tlie law, according 
to tho teaching of the Talmud. Hence 
no pious Jew ever deviates from this 
established custom of eating a morsel 
on Saturday evening. No matter of 
what kind of comestible the morsel con- 
sists, be it flesh, fowl, or fish, bread, 
cake, or oven frutt, he must cat a mor- 
sel 'not less than the size of an olive.' 
The morsel must be eaten on Saturday 
evening, but uot on any other evening; 
iu the evening, but not in tho morning 
or Jit noon; and on that part of the eve- 
ning just when the Sabbath terminates 
aud the first day of the week commen- 
ces, that is, nftur tho consecration of 
tho cup of wine at the exit of the Sab- 
bath, but not before; as also after re- 
peating the whole form of private de- 
"•otion appointed for that special occa- 
ion."

glo-Jewish liturgies the formula 
is 


omitted, and in its place is printed in 
the Hebrew only, and in very small 
type, the words: "And its secret is 
stored up for the experienced in grace.'1 
lint in Jewish liturgies printed in Rus- 
sia, Austria and Germany, even in the 
present decade, the full form, in a sin- 
gle line and in large, conspicuous type, 
is found: "This is the Supper of King 
David."

Properly Mixing tircam. 


In commenting upon the mixing anil 


ripening of oi'Ciun before cliurning, 
Hoard'* Dairyman Bays: "Not long 
linee, a fiirruvr'H wit'u <iuinpluin«d to us 
that slio rlitl not (,'el the yiold »f butter 
from her cows that one of her neigh- 
bors did, nnd she wished to know if we 
couhlRivo her any light on tho subject. 
Upon inquiry we found that tho C.OWH 
on both farms were natives, anil hand- 
led abi utalike. Butwlieii wo inquired 
furthiT into tho milliner of caring for 
tiio orcani, wo saw at once where the 
difficulty lay. It was her practice to 
uliiin her milk every morniii;;, and put 
the cream in an carlhcu jar which was 
kept in the cellar. Churning was done 
twice a week, if her husband or the 
boys were not too busy. But the par- 
ticular point whore she failed was in 
putting tho last skimming of cream im- 
mediately after it was taken from the 
milk. When we told her that she re- 
ceived but little benefit from tho last 
skimming thus handled, she could 
hardly he persuaded of the truth of 
our assertion. Wo are convinced that 
this mistake is largely indulged in by 
the makers of farm butter. 
Yet they 


mifht about as well throw the last 
»kimining to the pig, for there is where 
itfiuatly goes in the buttermilk. 
Tho 


last skimming should bo thoroughly 
Itirndiwith the older cream, and the 
whole kept from six'to twelve hours, 
depending upon.the age and acidity of 
the older cream beforc'churning.

!i We have always considered this the 
characteristic work of the 
month. 
Fore'-handea farmers probably have al- 
nady killed a portion of their pork,but 
there should ce none left to feed 
through the' holidays. Every pork hog 
that'con bei made to, net over 'one hun- 
dred pounds of pork, before Christmas, 
abould be sacrificed to the demands of 
the smoke-house. ' T h e chances are al- 
Wgether in favor of good keeping, 
sound* sweet bacon, if the meat be salt- 
ed'down this month, rather than wait 
until .'January. 
There will be more 


time for properly smoking aud drying 
tie, joints before the time of the appear- 
ance of the fly. Besides this, the pork 
that is made fat and killed iu Novem- 
ber and December will be decidedly 
cheaper than if compelled to feed heav- 
ily through another month of cold and 
disagreeable weather. 
An ear of corn, 


or a peck of meal, fed to a hog in Octo- 
ber or November, will make twice as 
much pork as the same quantity fed in 
an open pen during tiie cold, rainy De- 
cember or January weather.

Professor L. 13. Arnold, who is con- 


sidered high authority in all matters 
perlainiug to the dairy, advises, when 
milk is the object, tho following as a 
profitable food for milch cows:

er figures, the cost of tho compound 
will be proportionately less. 


On tho subject of how to feed ground 


rations, Professor Arnold says that 
there is no advantage in simply wetting 
ground feed to give to cattle. "It is 
quite as well for them to e.it'it dry, and 
it is better to feed it so in winter, un- 
less' it can be fed warm. When the 
weather is suitable there is some ad- 
vantage in wetting the liay or straw to 
be fed, and mixing the ground feed 
with it. Fed in this way tlie meal and 
coarse fodder so into the first stomach, 
or rumen, together, and all are remas- 
ticated. If the meal is fed alone, it is lia- 
ble to miss the Hrst stomach and go di- 
rectly into the third or fourth stomach, 
when it is not chewed over again, and 
hence it is not digested as soon or as 
well. One pound of the mixed food for 
each 100 pounds of live weight, mixed 
with straw, would bo a suitable ration 
for milch cows. If fed to store cattle or 
dry cows, !25 per cent, less meal would 
suffice."

Oil* of Newport'! JHujr InUrMtlaf Rcllita. 


There are plenty of houses lu this 


old city, say* the Newport Correspon 
dent of thu Boston Globe, whose owners 
could relate wonderful tales of tbo 
early settlors and revolutionary times, 
talcs which have been handed down in 
n straight line from the eyo-witncssos, 
anil oftentimes the participants, in the 
scenes theniBvlvcs. But the old New- 
porter is very consvrvativo, and any* 
thing like notoriety is distasteful to 
him. 
So the stories, which would bo 


intensely interesting to (he public, are 
kept hidden away in the dark corners 
of tho strongly built old houses, to be 
brought out only for the edification of 
the younger members of tne family, or 
a few intimate friends, who must bo 
very careful, in repeating what they 
have heard, not to divulge any names, 
or to allow any clew to escape by which 
curiosity-seekers might be guided to 
thoir homes, and thus disturb the peace 
and quiet which has become second na- 
ture. 


A family of this description occupied 


a small gambrol-roofed cottage only a 
few steps from one of Newport's prin- 
cipal business thoroughfares. 
The 


[louse was built before tlie revolution, 
and has never been occupied by other 
than a direct descendant of the man 
who built it. A copy of the original 
deed of this property, with its peculiar 
wording and spelling, is given below. 
The house was1 built originally with 
four rooms, .two on the lower floor and 
two above, and the front door, hall aud 
stairway arc in the centre of the house. 
At tho time of the revolution the fam- 
ily, 
consisting of father, mother and 


several children, occupied the room on 
the left side of tho front floor and the 
one above, while the two on the other 
side were in possession of Britieh offi- 
cers. The room occupied by the fam- 
ily still contains the open fireplace, and 
>ne of the present generation remem- 
bers sitting with others before its cheer- 
ful blaze and listening to the wonder- 
:ul accounts of those times given by

Some of these 
men of course fall into the regular 
channel of trade and become useful cit- 
izens. Others become useful vagabonds, 
loafing from place to place, no good 
tn themselves or anybody else.

Wo are 


very doubtful if any of tho lower walks 
of life would find any followers if chil- 
dren were engaged in healthy, profitable 
employment—not irksome, hard labor, 
but as it were a preparatory school for 
the real existence of manhood and 
womanhood which is sure to come in 
t.imc. Parents who have nothing for 
their children to do but loaf on tbo 
streets and bear and use profane and 
vulgar language and participate In ques- 
tionable sports from one week's end to 
another, arc sure to reap a bitter har- 
vest.
